Water managers optimistic despite

Managers from three local 
‘water districts don’t forsee a 
major West Valley water 
shortage even though state 
water experts said the winter 
that just ended was the driest 
since the big drought of 1977. 
Until recent storms increased 
levels of aqueducts and 
reservoirs, state water reserves 
were reported to be critically 
low. 





“We aren’t going to run out of 


water,” said Mike Teal. 


The director of public services 


in Ontario said his city’s 


underground water basin levels 


are ‘‘not low.” 


Natural water sources in 


Fontana are also keeping pace 


with demand, according to Bruce 


Cash of the Fontana Water 
Company. 


Lytle Creek and groundwater 


wells are at normal levels, he 
said. 


“We don’t forsee a shortage. 
This area is growing rapidly and 
we are keeping pace with the 
development by planning and by 
developing new sources of 
water,” the manager added. 

But a memorandum from state 
water resources experts has 
Cash concerned. 

“It says this summer will be 
critical. When they issue a 
directive, we should stop and 
take a look,”’ he said. “‘We are 
always concerned about 


conservation and we try to 
communicate that to the public.” 

Water officials in Cucamonga 
are also concerned about saving 
every drop. 

Wells in the Cucamonga water 
basin are down 80 feet, 
according to George Blanchard 
of the Cucamonga County Water 
District. 

The department is responding 
by lowering pumps in half of 
their wells and by encouraging 
water conservation.

Traffic fatalities increasing sharply

A sharp increase in fatal traffic 
accidents on the streets of 
Rancho Cucamonga has sheriff's 
deputies and city officials 
puzzled. 

Last year a record 14 people 
died in accidents on the growing 
city’s streets. So far this year, 
six people have been killed. 

Sgt. Ron Ufkes, the sheriff's 
deputy in charge of traffic 
control in Rancho Cucamonga, 
said Thursday, ‘| have no idea 
why we’ve had so many (fatal) 
accidents this year.” 

“can tell you, though, the 
captain here has been asking me 
the same question,” he said. 

Ufkes said eight fatal traffic 
accidents in a year would be the 
average for acity the size of 
Rancho Cucamonga.

Paul Rougeau, the city’s traffic 
engineer, said he couldn’t 
explain the sharp increase in 
fatal accidents either. 

“We have to try to finda 
pattern to establish causes,” 
Rougeau said. ‘‘There are no 
patterns in these accidents.”’ 

There has never been a pattern 
in the fatal accidents of Rancho 
Cucamonga, he said. 

Although stymied by the 
apparent lack of a pattern, 
Rougeau and Ufkes said they’re 
not about to stop looking. 

“It’s certainly a serious 
problem,” Ufkes said. ‘‘We’re 
going to search our collective 
minds to see what we can find 
and what we can do about it.”’ 

One thing sheriff's deputies 
are going to do, Ufkes said, is 
tighten enforcement of traffic 
regulations.

featured at museum

In 1111, King Henry | began 
the Scottish woolen industry on 
the River Tweed between 
England and Scotland. 

Five hundred years later the 
first American mill and weaving 
establishment was built at 
Rowley, Mass. 

For thousands of years 
weaving was the only way most 
people acquired their clothing. 

In 1816, power looms were 
installed in the United States, 
but only five percent of the 
population wore clothes made 
in a factory. 

But the advent of the 
industrial Revolution in 1900 
changed all that. Spinning and 
weaving vanished at home. 

Today weaving is no longer 


an essential part of 
housekeeping. Rare is the home 
where a loom can be found. 

It’s an art form. 

Artists use a blend of old and 
contemporary styles to create 
beautiful weaving and fiber 
pieces. 

Currently, local residents 
have an opportunity to witness 
several examples of this art 
form at the Museum of History 
and Art in Ontario in the 
“Shuttles and Fibres” exhibit. 

The exhibit, which will be on 
display at the museum for six 
months, includes numerous 
pieces (some dating back to 
1,600 B.C.) many done by local 
artists, said Lou Ann Svenson, 
curator of the exhibit and 
director of the museum. 

Svenson began working on 


the exhibit a year ago. 

After searching and calling 
local artists for weave and fiber 
art, the curator realized she had 
a great exhibit on her hands. 

“These pieces are truly 
beautiful,”” Svenson said. 
“There is so much to be learned 
from weaving.” 

Some of the pieces include a 
7-foot macrame figure done by 
Ginger Jolley of Rim Forest, a 
tapestry piece done by children 
ages 4 to 8 and a white-woven 
Freya coat, which is a woman’s 
short woolen shirt from the 
Danish Bronze Age. The coat is 
a duplication of one found ona 
perfectly mummified woman 
uncovered in the bogs of 
Denmark several year’s ago, 
Swenson said. 

Several examples of tapestry

Every day three children die 
of cystic fibrosis in this country 
and every day five others are 
diagnosed with the disease.

After struggling with the 
disease for almost a decade, 10- 
year-old Jennifer died last April 
12. But her family has decided 
to continue the battle.

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Local schools see 
trouble in new bill

Local schools would find it 
difficult to take advantage of a 
proposed law that would reduce 
class size. 

The Senate Education 
Committee approved the bill 
offering schools extra state 
funding to reduce the student- 
teacher ratio to 20-1 in English, 
math, science and social 
science classes. 

But the Chaffey Joint Union 
School District would be hard- 
pressed to benefit because it 
lacks extra space for the 
students siphoned off from the 
classes, Associate 
Superintendent Dean Smothers 
said. 

At an average ratio of 28-1, the 
district’s nine schools would 
have to find extra classrooms 
and teachers for approximately 
one-third of the students from 
each of those classes, Smothers 
said. Otherwise it could not 
participate in the program, he 
said. 

Although the state would pay 
$75 million for the first year of 
the program, the 1988-89 school 
year, and about $600 million 
when the program is fully 
implemented after eight years, 
there is no guarantee it would 
pay for extra classrooms, 
Smothers pointed out. 

“The concept is excellent. But 
it would only work if there were 
sufficient numbers of teachers, 
if there were sufficient numbers 
of dollars and if there were 
sufficient facilities,” he said. 

On the other hand, Fontana 
Unified School District’s one 
high school, which has a 30-1 
ratio in academic classes, would 
probably take advantage of the 
program, Superintendent 
Anthony Lardieri said.

As the class size has shrunk, the 
California Assessment Program 
scores have gone up, he said. 

Other principals agreed that 
the smaller class size would 
allow greater individual attention 
and increase the productivity of 
students in those basic courses. 

But Upland High School 
Principal Glenn Fisher, whose 
school’s ratio is particularly high 
at 29.9-1, said the larger class 
sizes don’t hinder the school’s 
test scores. While he favors the 
program, he pointed out that the 
Upland campus — particularly 
with next school year’s added 
burden of unification — has no 
room to grow. 

Since the cost of living 
increase for the 1987-88 school 
year doesn’t meet current 
standards, Smothers said it is 
possible current programs could 
be cut to fund this new one. 

“| support the idea, but we 
need to have the programs we 
already have on the book 
funded,” he said. 


The program might also cause 
morale programs among 
teachers instructing other 
classes, Chaffey High School 
Principal David Stine said. 
Foreign language, shop and 
business classes would not be 
included, he said. 


“The philosophical concept is 
that these (English, math, 
science and social science) are 
more important for language or 
other courses,” Stine said.

to 12 more stores in Riverside 
and Los Angeles last spring, 
Mattson said.

URA formally enters 
development accord 


The Upland City Council, 
acting as the Community 
Redevelopment Agency, formally 
approved acontract with a 
developer for the Seventh/ 
Mountain Redevelopment 
Project Area at a public hearing 
last week. 


Developer Hank Gordon — 
president of the TRF California 
Limited Partnership, also known 
as The Rainier Fund — agreed to 
deliver a $5,000 deposit as 
security for the 24-acre project 
north of the San Bernardino (10) 
Freeway and east of Mountain 
Avenue. 


Gordon has lined up Vons 
Pavillion and Home Depot for the 
shopping center planned there. 
The city already has granted him 
a conditional use permit for the 


project. 

Gordon also agreed to buy 
property formerly occupied by 
Ole’s Home Center and the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
office from the city 
Redevelopment Agency. The city 
will be refunded for the $3.15 
million it spent to get the 
property occupied by Ole’s and 
the $1.1 million it paid for the 
DMV site, according to City 
Manager Lee Travers. 


The council also approved an 
agreement with the developer to 
split the costs of the DMV move 
from its current offices to anew 
location. That cost should not be 
more than $90,000 each, Travers 
said. 


The city still is negotiating for 
properties occupied by Texaco 
and Chevron gasoline stations.
